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Vital Pulpotomy for Fractured Anteriors*

he most common accident in chil- 
dren is a fracture of the anterior 
teeth. The net result presents quite a 
eam both to the dentist, the young 
patient and_ the 

= parents. Before the 
= pulpotomy came 
into being, the an- 
swer to the question 
was either removal 
meee of the fractured 
Mr tooth or a pulpec- 
tomy. The extrac- 
tion then presented 
the necessity of 
making a retainer 
either fixed or re- 
movable and carry- 
ing along the youngster until adulthood 
when an esthetic fixed bridge could be 
made. The pulpectomy meant a dead

nerve and a possible abscess which could 
be corrected by a subsequent apicoec- 
tomy. Both of these methods are on the 
loss side as they present a condition 
wherein one method means that a 
valuable tooth is lost and the other 
method means further destroying a vital 
nerve. 

Not all fractured anterior teeth need a 
pulpotomy. A good rule to follow is the 
exposure of the nerve by the fracture. 
If there is no exposure of the nerve by 
the fracture, a radiogram is taken for 
comparative analysis. The fractured 
tooth is sterilized with trichloracetic acid 
and eugenol, painted with copalite, a 
sedative dressing of zinc oxide, eugenol 
and calcium hydroxide is placed imme- 
diately over the fracture line, an ortho- 
dontia band is constructed and cemented 
to the tooth with crown and bridge 
cement. The youngster is given a periodic 
examination time, in order that the tooth 
may be examined clinically and radio- 
graphically. 

If too long a time elapses after the 
fracture and the nerve is putrescent, a 
pulpectomy had best be performed. An 
exposure of the nerve in a fracture calls 
for, we believe, the necessity of a pulpot- 
omy. A radiograph is taken so that the 
nerve canal can be outlined and to make 
certain that there are no further fractures 
in the root. 

A topical anesthetic is applied to the 
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gum tissue, sterilized with metaphen and 
2% novocaine injected. If a rubber dam 
can be used this is advisable, however, 
a number 2 cotton roll strategically 
placed is most generally used. The pa- 
tient is instructed not to close the mouth 
or to investigate proceedings with his 
tongue. 

The tooth is sterilized with alcohol and 
with a sterilized No. 558 bur the coronal 
portion of the pulp is opened. As soon 
as the mesial-distal width is made, a 
sterilized round bur large enough to fit 
the canal is revolved slowly backwards so 
that the coronal portion of the nerve is 
destroyed. Be careful not to pull out the 
nerve with the bur. The nerve is literally 
crushed with the bur. A considerable 
hemorrhage will ensue, this is stopped 
with adrenalin chloride on cotton pellets 
and slight pressure can be used. The 
debris in the canal is washed with sterile 
distilled water or with hydrogen peroxide, 
this must be thoroughly done otherwise 
the hemorrhage will tend to discolor the 
tooth. If hemorrhage has not stopped, 
repeat with adrenalin chloride. The 
nerve stump is touched with phenol. 

A mix is made of calcium hydroxide 
(Lilly and Company’s slaked lime) and 
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distilled water into a paste that can be 
carried to the canal and placed over 
the amputated nerve. Some operators 
use novocaine with calcium hydroxide 
which apparently works very nicely. The 
calcium hydroxide is worked and dried 
with cotton pellets. A mix of crown and 
bridge cement is placed immediately over 
the calcium hydroxide. Do not use pres- 
sure here as the calcium hydroxide has 
no body and all the water is taken from 
it. It can move around in the canal. A 
porcelain or cement filling can be used 
and the patient dismissed. 

Now the remarkable thing is that this 
tooth will not be sore or hurt the patient 
at all. If any pain is in evidence, it will 
be from the site of puncture of the injec- 
tion in the gum. The tooth is not sensi- 
tive to hot or cold or to percussion. 

Calcium hydroxide is radiolucent and 
will show blank in the x-ray (see Fig. 1) 
and actually is much further down than 
shows in the radiogram. In about six 
weeks or two months new dentin can 
be demonstrated in the radiogram. This 
appears as a solid line where the vital 
nerve was amputated. See Fig. 2. 

This tooth was completed by cement- 
ing to place a 34 crown with 3 pins, a 
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mesial, distal and cingulum pin. As the 
photograph will show, there is very little 
retention and yet this restoration has cer- 


tainly fulfilled 
the functional 
and esthetic re- 
quirement. See 
Fig. 3. 
Pulpotomies 
are not confined 
to just fractured 
anterior teeth. 
They work ex- 
tremely well in 
deciduous teeth 
and our young- 
est patient has 
been just over 3 
years of age. 


teeth (molars and bicuspids) in all per- 
sons from sixteen to twenty years of age. 


I am convinced that a pulpotomy can be 
done anytime up to the cessation of the 
growth pattern of the individual. The

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FLUORIDATION NOTEBOOK 


DENTAL SOCIETY SECRETARY 
REFUTES ARGUMENTS OF 
FLUORIDATION OPPONENTS 


[Editor’s Note: At a recent public 
hearing of the Chicago City Council 
Sub-Committee on Fluoridation, Dr. J. 
Roy Doty, Secretary of the A.D.A. Coun- 
cil on Dental Therapeutics, and Dr. 
Samuel R. Kleiman, Secretary of the 
Chicago Dental Society, were selected 
to carry the burden of rebuttal concern- 
ing statements made by the opponents to 
fluoridation. Both men did an excellent 
and effective job of carrying out this 
assignment. The text of Dr. Kleiman’s 
presentation follows.] 


“As Secretary of the Chicago Dental 
Society, it is my privilege as well as a 
civic duty to clarify certain non-scientific 
statements made by various persons who 
purport to be in opposition to the fluo- 
ridation of Chicago water as a health 
measure intended to help reduce the ever- 
increasing incidence of dental caries in 
children. 

“No attempt will be made to answer 
many of the carelessly presented state- 
ments made in opposition to fluoridation. 
We will confine our rebuttal remarks to 
the following five points which we feel 
most seriously tend to cloud the thinking 
of uninformed persons and which utilize 
prejudice, misinformation, half-truths, 
and outright mishandling of fact: 

“1. It has been stated that fluoridation 
is a Communistic attempt on a mass 
basis to poison large segments of our 
population and to “soften-up” our na- 
tional resistance for further subversive 
activities! 

“Inflammatory and irresponsible state- 
ments of this type have no legitimate 
place in any scientific hearing. It is a 
travesty to suppose that the very organi- 


zations upon which our nation . most 
depends for its health, welfare, and well- 
being would be so gullible and inept as 
to become tools of subversive powers. 
The American Dental Association, the 
Chicago Dental Society, the American 
Medical Association, the Chicago Med- 
ical Society, the United States Public 
Health Service, the American Public 
Health Association, the American Water 
Works Association, the National Research 
Council, the American Association of 
Public Health Dentists, the Illinois De- 
partment of Public Health, the Chicago 
Health Department, and the Welfare 
Council of Metropolitan Chicago, all 
have studied fluoridation carefully, have 
approved its use as a decay-reducing 
measure, and have urged that its benefits 
be made available to our children as 
quickly as possible. 

“If these organizations have fallen 
prey to ulterior and subversive forces, 
then the very foundations of our Ameri- 
can way of life have crumbled. Since, 
on the basis of scientific observation and 
experimentation by many of these organi- 
zations, fluoridation has proved a safe, 
satisfactory, and effective means of help- 
ing to reduce dental decay, we maintain 
that our opponent’s statement relative 
to Communism is refuted. 

“a. It has been stated that fluoridation 
is “creeping socialization” and socialized 
medicine. 

“It is no more ‘socialistic’ to fluoridate 
the water supply than it is to chlorinate 
the water or even provide the water in 
the first place. The community can pro- 
vide any or all of these services more 
efficiently, more economically, and more 
safely than can the individual citizen. 

“The American Dental Association 
repeatedly has stated that dental care 
and the prevention of dental disabilities 
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are first the responsibility of the home; 
then the responsibility of the community, 
the state, or the nation in the event any 
one of the preceding fails to fulfill its 
obligation. Since dental decay occurs 
six times faster in children than it is 
being corrected, it is evident that pre- 
ventive measures employed in the home 
are not sufficient to cope with this health 
hazard. In such an instance, any com- 
munity which studies carefully a dental 
health measure and then provides that 
measure to its population is performing 
a function approved and encouraged by 
the dental profession. A local community 
which provides such health services in 
the best interests of its population is not 
engaging in socialism. Rather it is help- 
ing to solve its own problems at the grass 
roots level. 

“Fluoridation is not medication. It is 
not intended to cure a disease. It is in- 
tended to help prevent a disease—dental 
decay. 

“Fluoridation is not the adding of a 
foreign or unusual substance to a water 
supply. It simply is providing in a con- 
trolled manner an element which nature 
in an uncontrolled manner has provided 
to more than 1400 communities through- 
out our nation. Fifty-five of the 103 
water supplies in Cook, Lake, and Du 
Page Counties contain fluorine. 

“g. One of the opponents stated and 
caused to be published in. a Chicago 
newspaper a statement that the United 
States Public Health Service disapproves 
of fluoridation. 

“Such a statement is entirely untrue. 
The United States Public Health Service 
for a period of time assumed a conserva- 
tive attitude toward this procedure until 
the evidence of its dental benefits was 
overwhelming. In 1950, the United States 
Public Health Service approved and 
urged that the benefits of fluoridation be 
made available to all fluoride-free water 
supplies as quickly as possible. 

“4. The opponents of fluoridation 
have stated that this public health meas- 
ure is an invasion of personal rights and 
human liberties. 

“This same accusation was made when 
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chlorination first was used as a public 
health measure. It has been used in rela- 
tion to immunization, pasteurization of 
milk, and quarantine for contagious dis- 
eases. Any health measure which provides 
for the greatest amount of good to the 
greatest possible number of persons, may 
place some restriction upon a few, but 
in the interest of community health such 
restriction cannot be viewed as an in- 
vasion of personal rights nor a curtail- 
ment of personal liberties. In fact, in 
communities where the water supply is 
deficient in basic elements one might ask 
if personal rights are not being discrimi- 
nated against by not providing the miss. 
ing elements. 

“5. It has been stated that fluoridation 
has not resulted in a reduction in dental 
decay in children. 

“Statistics reports from many com- 
munities now enjoying fluoridation indi- 
cate that there is a gradual percentage 
of reduction toward the levels experi- 
enced in communities using naturally 
contained fluorine. 

“Dr. J. Roy Blayney, Director of the 
Zoller Dental Clinic, and the Director of 
the Evanston, Illinois fluoridation pro- 
gram, reported recently that children in 
Evanston 6 to 8 years of age who have 
ingested fluoridated water for only 5 years 
now show a 46 per cent reduction in den- 
tal decay in their permanent teeth. 

“In light of the above rebuttal state- 
ments and in view of the approval of all 
national, state, and local health and 
welfare organizations, and owing to the 
fact that there has been no valid objec- 
tion raised by any organization and no 
objections of any kind raised by repu- 
table, recognized, established health or 
welfare organizations, we respectfully 
submit that it is in order for the special 
sub-committee on fluoridation to recom- 
mend the adoption of a fluoridation 
ordinance based upon the resolution pre- 
sented by Alderman Cilella. 

“To postpone the utilization of this 
valuable, safe public health measure is 
but to penalize the children of today and 
to jeopardize the health of the adults 
of tomorrow.”

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ABSTRACTS 


ORAL ADMINISTRATION OF NaF 


With fluoridation of city water an 
operating reality, corroboration of the 
effect of orally administered fluoride upon 
the inorganic ingredients of various body 
fluids is needed. 

The authors administered NaF to de- 
termine its influence upon the salivary 
blood and urinary calcium level. 

Results indicated that blood calcium 
level was reduced below normal while 
salivary and urinary calcium showed a 
marked rise. 

The high concentration of calcium dis- 
charged into the saliva, perhaps in the 
form of CaF,, implies that fluorides taken 
orally pass through the salivary glands by 
way of the blood. There may be a correla- 
tion between caries immunity and mottled 
enamel in this respect.—“Effects of Oral 
Administration of NaF Upon Salivary, 
Blood and Urinary Calcium Level (1st 
report)” by N. Moriyama and K. Kurosu.

CANCER OF THE HANDS 


The author again cautions the dentist 
that careless use of the x-ray makes him 
subject to radiation damage and subse- 
quent cancer of the hands. The small but 
persistent number of cases indicates that 
occasionally dentists relax their caution 
and hold films in the mouths of their 
patients. 

The manifestations of radiation damage 
are dryness, scaliness, fissuring, ulcera- 
tion, telangiectasis, atrophy, keratosis, 
and squamous cell carcinoma. Treatment 
of dryness and scaliness is by lotions and 
creams. Fissures, abrasions, and ulcera- 
tions are treated by crusting with Mer- 
curochrome or scarlet red ointment— 
impregnated dressings—keratosis by elec- 
trodissection or chemical cauterization. 
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Cancer may be treated by surgery, 
electrosurgery or chemosurgery. Radium 
or roentgen ray therapy is contraindi- 
cated. Prevent by being careful—

TORUS PALATINUS 


Torus Palatinus clinically is a growth 
in the palate. This type of growth 
straddles the palate and varies in size 
and shape. They are lodged only on the 
oral side of the palate and have no 
counterpart upon the nasopalatine side. 
They are seen only after early adult life. 
The genesis of the growths is unknown. 
Prevalent opinions in this respect are 
speculative rather than factual. It is pos- 
sible that they are latent osteogenic rem- 
nants of embryonic cells at the suture line. 

It is certain that these growths do not 
arise spontaneously. They are never seen 
in childhood. 

Their removal is indicated because of 
physical rather than pathological reasons. 
They are removed surgically by anaes- 
thetizing the anterior palatine and naso- 
palatine nerves together with infiltration. 

The incision is antero-posteriorly over 
the middle of the crest. Lateral incisions 
invite sloughing. 

Care in the use of mallet and chisel is 
indicated to prevent fracture. Rather use 
rongeur, surgical burs and files. 

The wound is closed after complete 
debridement and smoothing. It is sutured 
and held with gauze sponges. Some 
edge sloughing may occur. The wound 
eventually closes by granulation; after 
sufficient time they epithelialize. In no 
case was a tendency to recurrence ob- 
served.—“T orus Palatinus” by A. Bergen, 
D.D.S., New York City.

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THE CHILD IN THE 
DENTAL OFFICE 


In the management of children the 
dentist faces a two-fold problem—first, 
the mastering of the child himself and, 
second, the application of dental prin- 
ciples. 

To master children, it is important to 
like children and then to consider the 
child as an individual who is suspicious, 
fearful and impressionable and who 
wishes to be treated as a grownup. The 
dentist should be careful not to give evi- 
dence of nervousness, agitation, abrupt- 
ness, haste, or inattention. 

In operative procedures it is well to 
remember that children, too, have sensi- 
tive cavities and care, patience and 
medicaments should be used. 

The parent should be advised of the 
dental condition with an explanation of 
oral needs of the child and the im- 
portance of parental cooperation. 

The parent should not be in the 
operating room with the child—“The 
Child in the Dental Office,” by E. J.

MUCINASE—A POSSIBLE MEANS 
OF REDUCING CALCULUS 
FORMATION 


The processes of attachment of the 
components of calculus are of the utmost 
importance. The author believes that 
niacin plays a part in this and that if 
this niacin could be altered or destroyed 
by a mucinase, calculus would be re- 
duced or changed. 

In a clinical test on patients of known 
calculus formation, mucinase when 
added to a compatible dentifrice— 

1. reduced the amount of calculus 
formed ; 

2. that which did form was of a softer 
type than usual. 

Patients experienced no discomfort 
and the gingival tissues were firm and 
pink—G. G. Stewart, A.B., D.DS., 
Philadelphia, Pa.

ORAL SENSORY THRESHOLDS 


The masticatory efficiency of denture 
wearers is only one-fourth that of the 
normal dentition on the average, but it 
varies considerably from one individual 
to another. It is possible that reduced or 
blunted oral sensations would cause food 
manipulation to be less effective. 

This study is concerned with the ability 
of individuals with natural and others 
with artificial dentitions to distinguish 
thickness, hardness, light touch, and tex- 
ture. 

In judgment of thickness, using discs, 
there is no difference. 

In judgment of hardness, using soft 
rubber discs, there is no difference, but 
with hard rubber discs, denture wearers 
are less sensitive. 

The tactile threshold for denture 
wearers is ten times greater than that of 
the natural dentition. 

The ability to distinguish food texture 
is greatly reduced in denture wearers. 

Sensory discrimination of denture pa- 
tients is not impaired when the forces and 
movements involved are of the magni- 
tude used in mastication. When small 
force or movement is involved, as in de- 
termination of texture, the denture pa- 
tient is handicapped—*“Oral Sensory 
Thresholds of Persons With Natural and 
Artificial Dentitions”’ by R. S. Manly, C.

NEW A.D.A. DIRECTORY 


An estimated 85,000 members of the 
dental profession will be listed in the 
1953 edition of the American Dental Di- 
rectory to be available in December, 
1952, it has been announced by Dr. 
Harold Hillenbrand, secretary of the 
American Dental Association. 

The directory lists the names and ad- 
dresses of all dentists in the United 
States and its territories. The new publi- 
cation, to be issued annually beginning 
with the 1953 edition, will be available 
at a cost of $6 if ordered by October 1 
and $7.50 afterwards. 

Information to be carried about each 
dentist will include: the character of 
his practice, whether general or special- 
ized; the school of dentistry from which 
he received his degree; the year of his 
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graduation, and his membership or non- 
membership in the A.D.A. 

Names will be listed both alphabeti- 
cally and by state and city. 

There will also be a separate listing 
of specialists in seven fields of dentistry 
—oral pathology—oral surgery, pedo- 
dontics, orthodontics, periodontics, pros- 
thodontics, and public health dentistry. 

The directory will also include a spe- 
cial reference section containing lists of 
state societies and officers; state boards 
of dental examiners and secretaries, in- 
cluding licensure requirements; state 
dental health directors; colleges of den- 
tistry and dental hygiene, dental assist- 
ant and dental laboratory technician 
schools; specialty boards and secretaries, 
and the national dental associations of 
the world. 

The new directory will be available 
through the Order Department of the 
American Dental Association, 222 East 
Superior Street, Chicago 11, Illinois. 


DENTISTS ARE ON THE MOVE 


The nation’s dentists have been tend- 
ing to shift their practices from the 
eastern and central states to the south- 
ern and western states, it was reported 
recently in The Journal of the American 
Dental Association. 

A total of 2,018 dentists moved from 
one state to another in 1950 and 195! 
as compared with 1,883 dentists who 
changed their locations in 1948 and 1949, 
the Association’s Bureau of Economic 
Research and Statistics reported. 

California and Florida have drawn the 
largest number of dentists from other 
states within the past two years, the study 
showed, and more dentists have moved 
out of New York than any other state. 

In the state-to-state relocation, the 
states that chalked up the largest net

HOW ONE IDEA MULTIPLIED 
MY INCOME AND HAPPINESS 


HORTLY after I started out as a pro- 

fessional baseball player, I got one 
of the biggest shocks of my life. That 
was back in 1907. I was playing for 
Johnstown, Pennsylvania, in the Tri- 
State League. I was young and ambitious 
—wanted to get to the top—and what 
happened? I was fired! My whole life 
might have been different if I hadn’t 
gone to the manager and asked him why 
he fired me. 

The manager said he fired me because 
I was lazy! Well, that was the last thing 
I expected him to say. “You drag your- 
self around the field like a veteran who 
has been playing ball for twenty years,” 
he told me. “Why do you act that way 
if you’re not lazy?” 

“Well, Bert,” I said, “I’m so nervous, 
so scared, that I want to hide my fear 
from the crowd, and especially the other 
players on the team; besides, I hope that 
by taking it easy, I'll get rid of my ner- 
vousness.” 

“Frank,” he said, “it will never work. 
That’s the thing that is holding you 
down. Whatever you do after you leave 
here, for Heaven’s sake wake yourself up, 
and put some life and enthusiasm into 
your work!” 

I had been making $175 a month at 
Johnstown. After being fired there, I 
went down to Chester, Pennsylvania, in 
the old Atlantic League, where they 
paid me only $25 a month. Well, I 
couldn’t feel very enthusiastic on that 


kind of money, but I began to act en- 
thusiastic. After I was there three days, 
an old ball player, Danny Mechan, came 
to me and said: “Frank, what in the 
world are you doing down here in a rank 
bush-league like this?” 

“Well, Danny,” I replied, “if I knew 
how to get a better job, I’d go anywhere.” 

A week later, Danny induced New 
Haven, Connecticut to give me a trial! 
My first day in New Haven will always 
stand out in my memory as a great event 
in my life. 

No one knew me in that league, so I 
made a resolution that nobody would 
ever accuse me of being lazy. I made 
up my mind to establish the reputation 
of being the most enthusiastic ball player 
they’d ever seen in the New England 
League! I thought if I could establish 
such a reputation, then I’d have to live 
up to it. 

From the minute I appeared on the 
field, I acted like a man electrified! I 
acted as though I were alive with a 
million batteries! I threw the ball around 
the diamond so fast and so hard that it 
almost knocked our infielders’ hands 
apart. Once, apparently trapped, I slid 
into third base with so much energy and 
force that the third baseman fumbled 
the ball and I was able to score an im- 
portant run! Yes, it was all a show, an 
act I was putting on. The thermometer 
that day was nearly 100°. I wouldn’t 
have been surprised if I had dropped 
over with a sunstroke the way I ran 
around the field. 

Did it work? It worked like magic. 
Three things happened: 

1. My enthusiasm almost entirely 
overcame my fear. In fact my 
nervousness began to work for me, 
and I played far better than I 
ever thought I was capable of 
playing. (If you are nervous, be 
thankful! Don’t hold it back. Turn 
it on. Let your nerves work for 


you.) 
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My enthusiasm affected the other 
players on the team, and they, too, 
became enthusiastic. 

3. Instead of dropping over with the 
heat, I felt better during the game 
and after it was over, than I had 
ever felt before! 

My biggest thrill came the following 
morning when I read in the New Haven 
newspaper: “This new player, Bettger, 
has a barrel of enthusiasm. He inspired 
our boys. They not only won the game, 
but looked better than at any time this 
season.” The newspapers began calling 
me “Pep” Bettger—the life of the team. 
I mailed the newspaper clippings to Bert 
Conn, Manager of Johnstown. Can you 
imagine the expression on his face as he 
read about “Pep” Bettger, the dub he’d 
tied a can to three weeks before—for 
being lazy? 

Within ten days, enthusiasm took me 
from $25 a month to $185 a month—it 
increased my income by 700%. Let me 
repeat—nothing but the determination 
to act enthusiastic increased my income 
700% in ten days! I got this stupendous 
increase in salary not because I could 
throw a ball better—or catch or hit bet- 
ter; not because I had any more ability 
as a ball player. I didn’t know any more 
about baseball than I did before. 

Then two years later—two years from 
the time I had been hoping to get $25 a 
month in that little Chester outfit, I was 
playing third base for the St. Louis 
Cardinals and had multiplied my income 
by thirty times! What did it? Enthusiasm 
alone did it . . . nothing but enthusiasm. 

Two years after that, while playing a 
game in Chicago against the Chicago 
Cubs, I had a bad accident. Picking up 
a “swinging” bunt while on a full run I 
attempted to throw in the opposite direc- 
tion. Something snapped in my arm. 
That accident forced me to give up base- 
ball. This seemed like a great tragedy to 
me, at the time, but I now look back on 
it as one of the most fortunate events of 
my life. 

I returned home, and for the next two 
years made my living riding around the 
streets of Philadelphia on a bicycle. I 
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was a collector for an installment fur- 
niture concern: one dollar down and the 


‘balance in “uneasy” weekly payments, 


After two dismal years of collecting in- 
stallments, I decided to try selling in- 
surance with the Fidelity Mutual Life 
Insurance Company. 

The next ten months were the longest 
and most disheartening months of my 
life. 

A dismal failure at selling life insur- 
ance, I finally concluded that I was never 
cut out to be a salesman, and began 
answering want ads for a job as a ship- 
ping clerk. I realized, however, that no 
matter what work I tried to do, I had to 
overcome a strange fear-complex that 
possessed me; so I joined one of Dale 
Carnegie’s courses in Public Speaking. 
One night, Mr. Carnegie stopped me in 
the middle of a talk. 

“Mr. Bettger,” he said. “Just a mo- 


ment . . . just a moment. Are you inter- 
ested in what you are saying?” 
“Yes .. . of course I am,” I replied. 


“Well then,” said Mr. Carnegie, “why 
don’t you talk with a little enthusiasm? 
How do you expect your audience to be 
interested if you don’t put some life and 
animation into what you say?” 

Dale Carnegie then gave our class a 
stirring talk on the power of enthusiasm. 
He got so excited during his talk he 
threw a chair up against the wall and 
broke off one of its legs. 

Before I went to bed that night, I sat 
for an hour thinking. What Dale Car- 
negie said, had stirred me inside . . . my 
thoughts went back to my baseball days 
at Johnstown and New Haven. For the 
first time, I realized that the very fault 
which had threatened to wreck my career 
in baseball was now threatening to wreck 
my career as a salesman! 

The decision I made that night was 
the turning point of my life! That de- 
cision was to stay in the insurance busi- 
ness and put the same enthusiasm into 
selling that I had put into playing base- 
ball when I joined the New Haven team. 

I shall never forget the first call I 
made the next day. It was my first

Solutions deteriorate from the presence 
of free oxygen. In making solutions, the 
water is heated to a boil to drive off the 
free oxygen and then cooled and the 
chemical added. 

A base plate wax floating lid is made 
for the tank to keep oxygen out of the 
solution. This collects the oxide film that 
will otherwise collect on the x-ray film. 

The strength of the solution is main. 
tained by adding a deoxygenated solu. 
tion made with developer replenisher 
powders. 

The developing time is always 5 min- 
utes at 68° F. 

If films are overexposed or overdevel- 
oped they can be reduced by fixing, 
washing and resoaking in water. Then to 
a strong solution of hypo, add enough 
potassium ferricyanide to give a lemon 
color, immerse film until it is light 
enough, then wash. 


WAX PATTERNS 


For direct wax patterns, use a regular 
inlay wax core and when at about proper 
heat and softness add a softer inlay wax 
over the core, then flame and plunge 
into the cavity. The harder core acts as 
a plunger and fine detail is obtained. 

Use the same wax over any crown or 
inlay preparation in the mouth, have 
patient close and chew and rough carve, 
and preserve to be seated on a die. It is 
then easily finished to a complete pattern. 

Electric adaption: To readapt patterns 
at gingival or in pin ledge preparations, 
less distortion, pulling or pulp damage 
occurs if the low voltage instruments, 
standard on most dental units, are used. 
The point is ground to resemble a smooth 
explorer and voltage regulated as de- 
sired. 


In areas of high susceptibility, such 
as buccal surfaces of upper molars, use of 


CARIES 


a bactericidal and insoluble restoration 
is indicated. A combination of copper 
amalgam and silver amalgam, placing 
the copper first and the silver on top of 
it, is effective and successful. 

In cleaning buccal areas of teeth, the 
patient is instructed to partly close the 
mouth and slide the mandible into lateral 
toward the side being cleaned and allow 
room for the brush. 

Brushing and Flushing: It is possible 
that the food and debris loosened from 
the teeth in burshing may be forced back 
into the spaces in the act of simple ex- 
pectoration. Flushing with water during 
brushing is necessary. A wettable tooth- 
powder in a glass of water with dipping 
of the brush and rinsing is effective. 

The author believes that brushing 
after meals is impracticable and that 
rinsing and swallowing while at the table 
is more effective as it reduces the “ex- 
plosive reaction” of the breakdown of 
carbohydrates to lactic acid. Let the pa- 
tient brush before meals and as part of 
the pre-meal wash-up. Use of a urea 
dentifrice is indicated. 

Minor orthodontics to improve tooth 
position or close contact points should 
be applied. By means of ligatures or small 
coil springs, from 0.011 spring wire, 
placed on the proximal of a temporary 
acrylic inlay, we can close a contact one 
tooth forward or back of a carious tooth. 
The occlusion should always be checked 
and possibly adjusted. 


CEMENTATION 


Thick glass mixing slabs should be 
cooled to 40°-50° F. when possible or to 
the lowest point without sweating. On a 
cold slab, zinc oxyphosphate cement 
yields a heavy cement that looks and 
acts thin, offers long working time and 
sets fast in the mouth. A room tempera- 
ture mix looks thick, is really thin, has 
a short working time and sets slowly in 
the mouth. A flat sided bottle filled with 
cold water is most efficient —“Short Cuts 
in Practical Dentistry,” by C. J. Hen- 
schel, D.D.S. The New York Journal of 
Dentistry, May, 1952. J. N. L. 
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“crashing through” session. I made up 
my mind that I was going to put on a 
show. I was going to show this prospect 
the most enthusiastic salesman he’d ever 
seen in his life. As I pounded my fist 
with excitement, I expected every minute 
to have this man stop me and ask if I 
were going crazy—but he didn’t. 

At one stage of the interview, I noticed 
he raised himself to a more erect position 
and opened his eyes wider—but he never 
stopped me, except to ask questions. Did 
he throw me out? No, he bought! This 
man, Al Emmons, a grain merchant in 
the Bourse Building, Philadelphia, soon 
became one of my good friends and best 
boosters. 

From that day on, I began to sell. The 
Magic of Enthusiasm began to work for 
me in business, just as it had in baseball. 

I would not want to give anybody the 
impression that I think enthusiasm con- 
sists of fist-pounding . . . but, if fist- 
pounding is what you need to arouse 
yourself inside, then I am overwhelm- 
ingly for it. I know this: When I force 
myself to act enthusiastic, I soon feel 
enthusiastic. 


During my thirty years of selling, I 


have seen enthusiasm double and treble 
the income of dozens of salesmen, and I 
have seen the lack of it cause hundreds 
of salesmen to fail. 

I firmly believe enthusiasm is by far 
the biggest single factor in successful 
selling. For example, I know a man who 
is an authority on insurance—he could 
even write a book on the subject—and 
yet he can’t make a decent living selling 
it! Why? Largely because of his lack of 
enthusiasm. 


I know another salesman who didn’t 
know one-tenth as much about insurance, 
yet he made a fortune selling it, and re. 
tired in twenty years. His name is Stan- 
ley Gettis. He now lives in Miami Beach, 
Florida. The reason for his outstanding 
success was not knowledge—it was en- 
thusiasm! 

Can you acquire enthusiasm—or must 
you be born with it? Certainly you can 
acquire it! Stanley Gettis acquired it. 
He became a human dynamo. How? 
Just by forcing himself each day to act 
enthusiastic. As a part of his plan, Stan- 
ley Gettis repeated a poem almost every 
morning for twenty years. He found that 
repeating it helped him generate enthu- 
siasm for the day. It was written by 
Herbert Kauffman and has a good 
te... 


“VICTORY” 


You are the man who used to boast 

That you'd achieve the uttermost, some 
day. 

You merely wished a show, to demon- 
strate 

How much you know 

And prove the distance you can go... 

Another year we've just passed through. 

What new ideas came to you? How many 

Big things did you do? 

Time .. . left twelve fresh months in 
your care 

How many of them did you share 

With Opportunity and Dare again 

Where you so often missed? 

We do not find you on the list of Makers 
Good. 

Explain the fact! 

Ah no, ’twas not the chance you lacked. 

As usual—you failed to ACT! 
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Why don’t you memorize this poem 
and repeat it daily. It may do for you 
what it did for Stanley Gettis. 

Once I read a statement made by 
Walter P. Chrysler. I was so impressed 
with it, I carried it in my pocket for a 
week.

Chrysler, when asked to give the secret 
of success, listed the various qualities,

If you are enthusiastic, 
your listener is very likely to become 
enthusiastic, even though you may pre- 
sent your ideas poorly.

gain of dentists and the totals were: 
California, 139 dentists; Florida, 125; 
Texas, 49; Virginia, 45; Colorado, 26, 
and Arizona, 21. 

The six states in which the greatest 
net loss of dentists occurred were New 
York, 134 dentists; Illinois, 79; Michi- 
gan, 56; Minnesota, 36; Wisconsin, 32, 
and Iowa, 31. 

The study said dentists for the most 
part tended to relocate their practices in 
states most in need of members of the 
profession. 

It pointed out that the 10 states which 
drew the greatest percentage of addi- 
tional dentists averaged 3,050 persons 
per dentist in 1950, compared to 1,604 
persons per dentist in the 10 states with 
the greatest net loss. The national aver- 
age is one dentist for each 1,733 persons. 


DR. ISAAC SCHOUR REPORTS 
ON ISRAEL’S DENTAL HEALTH 


Dr. Isaac Schour, associate dean of 
the University of Illinois College of Den- 
tistry, has returned from Israel where he 
surveyed the dental needs of that nation 


on an assignment of the Unitarian Serv-. 


ice Committee. 

Dr. Schour was in Israel from June 30 
to July 15, 1952. The survey involved 
conferences with Dr. Chaim Sheba, di- 
rector general of the Ministry of Health, 


leaders of the Israeli dental profession, 
and leaders of the Hebrew University 
and its medical. school. 

Dr. Schour reports that dental decay 
and periodontal disease in Israel is ex.- 
tremely low. In a preliminary study of 
150 immigrant children aged 12-14, he 
found an average of only one carious 
tooth per child. 

Nevertheless, Israel has a great need 
for more dentists to care for a popula- 
tion which has increased from 600,000 
to 1,500,000 since 1948. Present practi- 
tioners are advanced in years. There are 
very few young graduates from well- 
qualified schools coming into the coun- 
try. This is particularly alarming since 
Israel has no dental school at the present 
time. 

Dr. Schour has recommended to the 
Unitarian Service Committee that a den- 
tal mission be sent to that nation in 1953. 
In order to solve the problem of raising 
the level of the dental health of Israel 
both in the present and in the future, he 
has suggested a three-point program: 

1. Offer postgraduate courses for 
Israeli dentists to raise the present stand- 
ard of dental practice and the level of 
dental care. 

2. To help organize and implement a 
public health program of preventive den- 
tistry for the children of Israel so that 
dental needs will not accumulate in the 
future when they become adults. 

3. To help organize and activate a 
dental school to train young men who 
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will replace the older dental practitioners, 
and to provide postgraduate instruction 
for the profession. In order to further 
this objective, a World Federation for 
the Israeli Dental School was organized 
in London at the time of the Interna- 
tional Dental Congress.

SPECIAL PAY FOR DENTISTS 
IN ARMED FORCES EXTENDED 


President Truman signed into law a 
bill extending the $100-a-month special 
pay for dentists and physicians who vol- 
unteer for service in the armed forces. 
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The measure continues the program for 
incoming dentists and physicians in the 
military services until July 1, 1953. The 
American Dental Association had testi- 
fied in favor of the measure. 

At the same time, President Truman 
signed another bill that will permit 
women dentists, physicians and other 
medical specialists to be given permanent 
commissions as officers of the Army, 
Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps. Both 
bills were sponsored by Sen. Hunt (D., 
Wyo.). 

Still another measure signed by the 
President recently strengthens the Marine 
Corps and authorizes a ceiling of 400,000 
officers and men. Of interest to dentistry, 
the full new authorized strength of the 
corps would mean an estimated addi- 
tional 693 dental officers to be supplied 
by the Navy. Marine Corps dental needs 
are serviced by the Navy. Under prior 
strength authorization, the Navy was 
entitled to 147 dental officers because of 
the Marine Corps. It will now be en- 
titled to 840. 

Meanwhile, in the Senate, a $1 bil- 
lion-a-year “G.I. bill of rights” for vet- 
erans of the Korean war was passed by 
voice vote and sent to a Senate-House 
conference committee. The educational 


provisions in the Senate bill call for sub- 


sistence payments of $80 a month for un- 
married veterans, $105 for veterans with 
one dependent and $130 monthly for 
veterans with two or more dependents. 
In addition, the bill provides up to $40 
a month for tuition. The House version 


of the bill lumps tuition and subsistence 
payments in monthly checks of $110 for 
single men and $150 for veterans with 
dependents. Both House and Senate bills 
entitle veterans to one and one-half days 
of schooling for each day of service up 
to a maximum of 36 months of educa- 
tion.
